There was atime when Kep- 
tuckians did not think of me as they now do, 
and I believe it was because they did not un- 
derstand me so well as they now do, for ia 
oid times | was the humble though zealous 
friend of Kentucky’s noblest statesman, 
Henry Clay. I loved and trusted and followed 
that man for many years, and sore was m 
heart when news came that our fondest antici- 

tions were blighted and he was not chosen 

resident. But what mattersit. The fame of 
Clay was worldwide, and he is revered 
and loved by millions of hia countrymen, and 
will be for generations to come. What mat- 
ters it whether he filled one office or another, 
or no Office, the office does not make the man. 
[tis men like these that dignify and glorify the 
office. He concluded, many eset was told 
fifteen or twenty yeus ago, “you can come 
down to the South and no body will hurt you.” 
I said why should ay pore hurt me. There 
was never a moment | wished ill to the South 
and never sought to do it harm. Why 
should you teli me I will be protected in the 
South. I have never been there because my 
duties did not call me there. But I always 
feltcertain that no gentleman of the South 
would lay a hand on me, and I don’t believe 
they would let blackguards doit. They were 
talking as if it were but charity to let me 
pass throvgh. That has passed away, fel- 
low-citizens, You may have been one of the 
most effective Coufederate soldiers of the late 
struggle, and you may travel all over this 
country and | think no one, except very low, 
vulgar people, will offer you any insult. | 
traveled to the furtherest part of the South, to 
Texas, Inst year. I was every where well re- 
ce:'ved. 1 think every Northern man who 
went South, minding his own busi 
nessand giving nobody cause of offense, 
was treated, perhaps, as well as [ wis 
His person and property ere as sacredly 
respected as mine werenow. We have opened 
up anew era in this country. There was 
time when it was not 80, when every Nor- 
thern man whatever his principles, could 
travel through the South. Now they could 
do so, and I am glad of it. Think no more 
of our triumphs in the late struggle. Let us 
rejuice to-day that these triumphs have 
tended to produce good to the whole Ameui: 
can people. There were actually men in the 
North who believed that when Lincoln was 
assassinated that Southern people as people 
rejoiced in that assassination, I am sure it 
Was not so, but there is the black bloody deed 
done and the whole people suffered for it. 
It was for a long time impossible to 
make a large portion of that class believe 
that the assassination was not the work of 
the whole Confederate peopie. There was 
injustice done them through prejudice and 
mo passion. We must try to dispel that 
prejudice and passion. We must try 6 make 
the whole people free. The American 
name is dear to al. Even in our strnug- 
wiea we were friends—we did not tear and 
rend each other, we did not destroy prisoners. 
They wer- not unjustly treated, but 1 really 
believe the people on both sides meant to 
treat them with humanity, so far as they 
could do so, and when cruclties took place 
they were not understood to be approved b 
the great body of people, Nort 
or South.
